Oklahoma City, May 9.—After being 
defeated three times in his 
fight . to 
have the legislature refer to a vote of 
the people the question of eliminating 


the silent vote from the count on all 
state questions Senator Campbell Rus­ 
sell, of Warnes, president of the Peo­ 
ple’s Power league, “came back” and 
won out in the senate Thursday aft­ 
ernoon, w’hen that body passed final­ 
ly the resolution referring the pro­ 
posed amendment to a popular vote at 
.ae special election to be held in Aug­ 
ust. 
Before it was passed, however, the 
resolution was amended to eliminate 
constitutional amendments from 
the 
provisions of the proposed new amend 
ment. which is to take the place of 
section 3 of article 5. The amendment 
will apply only to initiated and re­ 
ferred statute laws and will not af­ 
fect the constitution. Under the pres­ 
ent lave the constitution can be amend 
ed only when a proposed amendment 
receives a majority of all votes cast 
in the election. 
The new amendment to be voted 
upon, if the house concurs in the sen­ 
ate action w.ll be: ‘ Any proposed stat 
Ute law' referred to the people by the 
initiative or referendum shall take ef­ 
fect and be in force when it shall 
have been approved by a majority of 
the votes cast thereon and not other­ 
wise. The style of all initiated bills 
shall be. *Be it enacted by the people 
of the state of Oklahoma.’ ” 
Vote on Reduction Denied. 
The senate turned down the prop­ 
osition of allowing the people to vote 
on the question of reducing the size 
of the legislature when it defeated the 
resolution by Senators Roddie, Graham 
liar]in. Shaw and Memminger, which 
asked that this question be referred 
to a popular vote. In defending the 
resolution Senator Graham declared 
that “ it is time the legislature should 
tik e some action to reduce its size. 
since it had been active in the aboli­ 
tion of certain state and county of­ 
fices in line with its 
policy 
of 
re­ 
trenchment and reform.” A majority 
of his colleagues, 
however, 
differed 
w'ith him and on final roll call the res­ 
olution received only thirteen affirm­ 
ative votes. 
The hill creating a firemen’s relief 
and pension fund w’as passed finally 
late Thursday afternoon. This bill, 
which was introduced by Senator Bar­ 
rett, has been on the calendar almost 
since the beginning of the regular ses­ 
sion.
